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In the year 1883, De Leval invented the first steam 
engine which can properly be called a turbine and it dif- 
fered from the revolving sphere in that the expansion of 
the steam was carried on inside of the mechanism rather 
than outside. Here the revolving number consisted of a 
narrow wheel on the rail of which projected, rapidly, a 
series of small concave veins. Against this a continuous 
stream of steam was forced with high pressure, thereby 
‘ausing the wheel to reyolve both from the force of the 
steam and its expansion as it hit the veins. 

While this invention of De Leval’s practically marked a 
hew era in steam propulsion, it nevertheless possessed 

_ two very serious disadvantages—great waste of steam and 
terrific speed. The first of these is objectionable in all 
cases; the second oniy when high speed is impracticable. 

Since that time turbines have been driven, experimen- 
tally, at the rate of 25,000 R. P. M. In the more modern 

turbines, such as the Parsons or the Curtis, the waste of 
steam has been reduced to a minimum, but the reduction 

_of speed is still a troublesome problem, especially in ma- 
rine work, when the loss due to cavitation is an objec- 

_tionable result of high speed.

His work in developing a team composed mostly 
of new men, and light men at that, is truly remarkable. 


How Ir Was Done. 


Up to the day of the last game of the season, neither team 
had lost a game, and a “battle royal’ was expected by all. 
A light rain fell during the early part of the afternoon, and 
a dull, leaden sky gave promise of more. But, in spite of 
the inclement weather, the grand-stands were crowded long 
before the game was called, and when the referee’s whistle 
blew, both schools were strongly represented by their stu- 
dent bodies, and it was hard to find a single spot among the 
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spectators where either the crimson and gray of “Tech.” or 
the red and white of Western were not valiantly displayed. 

At 2.30, Commissioner MacFarland tossed the ball into the 
field. “Tech.” kicked off and the game was on in earnest. 
After several plays Western was forced to punt, and after a 
series of line bucks and end runs Backus made the first 
touchdown and Hunt kicked goal. Only once did “Tech.” 
have any cause for fear, and that was when Western tied 
the score in the first half. But this served “Tech.” simply 
as a reminder, and they forthwith made their second touch- 
down. Our boys again allowed Western to score in the 
second half, but promptly made good by once more cross- 
ing the line, thus adding six points more to their string. 

Time was called with the ball in the middle of the field, 
and the game was ours, 18 to 11. It recalls that part of our 
school yell, “You can’t beat the boys that play for the 
‘Techs.’ ”

24 to 6 in “Tech’s” favor. Although defeat went to Eastern, 
they deserve much praise for the plucky game they put up.

We gladly publish the following portion of a letter writ- 
ten by an old “Tech.” pupil to a member of our faculty: 


U. S. S. Hancock, 
November 6, 1904. 
1 * * * * * * * 

Perhaps you do not remember me, you must see so many 
new faces each year, but I was King, Flo. King of old K? 
and A3, and I left “Tech” to accept a position as file clerk in 
the Department of Commerce and Labor. My mind was 
ever bent in curious channels, and by what mental processes 
I managed to ship in this outfit, the U. S. N., would puzzle 
a phsycologist, if that’s the way you spell it. 

Just now I am a yeoman; that is to say, clerk of the navy. 
My work is rather strenuous, comprising bookkeeping un- 
der a weird system, stenography, typewriting, and general 
official correspondence.
